Group I, claim(s) 26-44, drawn to a light source element comprising a waveguide 
covered with reflectors that at least one of reflect and diffusely return light. 

Group II, claim(s) 45-50, drawn to a method of making a light source comprising 
a fijm that at least one of reflects and diffusely back-scatters light. 

Group III, claim(s) 51 and 52, drawn to a method for introducing light into a light 
waveguide functioning as a light source element , comprising steps of covering 
with reflectors and forming a light entry face. 



The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The light source as claimed does not require the film of the method as claimed. 
Therefore there is no unity of design or inventive concept between the method of Group 
II and the device of Group I since said device can be made entirely without said method. 



The inventions listed as Groups I and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The light source as claimed does not require the step of forming of a light entry face of 
the method as claimed, (please note that the method of Group III entails the forming of 
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a light entry face on a light waveguide functioning as a light source element - which is 
virtually never done, since the light waveguide is already functioning). Therefore there 
is no unity of design or inventive concept between the method of Group III and the 
device of Group I since said device can be made (and used) entirely without said 
method. 

The inventions listed as Groups II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The method of using a light source as claimed does not require the step of forming of a 
light entry face of the method as claimed, (please note that the method of Group III 
entails the forming of a light entry face on a light waveguide functioning as a light source 
element - which is virtually never done, since the light waveguide is already 
functioning). Therefore there is no unity of design or inventive concept between the 
method of Group III and the method of Group II since said method of Group II can be 
performed entirely without said method of Group III.
